The new State Departinent is one of three

uniform buildiogs  united by connecting
winws so as to form oume magnificent sUp=T-
structure, as large as the United States
Treazury Department, finer fn its propor-
trons, and more beautital I its designs and
executions, than any structure, public or pri-
vate, on the American continent, Its Ameri-
ean admirers claim for it superiority over
anv buitding in the world. It oceupies Lhe
sqnare Lounded on the vorth by Pennsylva-
piz avenne, on the west by Sayventeenth
street, und on the south and east by Exceu-
tive avenue,  The spuee covered by the en-
tire structure 15 the same as that of the
Treasury Departwent,  The entire length of
the huilding from north to south, when com-
plttiel, including pavilivn-projections and
s1eps, will be 367 feet, and frow east to wesL
212 teet, The buildivg proper, exelusive of
projectivns, will be 471 feet north and south,
and 253 feet vust and. west,
The greatest height from the terrace-level
over all is 128 fect. The entire structure
will present externally four fu¢des —north,
sotth, eust, aud west,  The north and the
south fronts are counterparts of each other,
and form two separate and  independent
buildings or pavilions, The south pavilion,
which is now nearly completed, will be occo-
pied by the State Depurtment, and the
north by the Navy Department. Theeastand
wost fugides will present the uppearance of
a centre and two lateral wings, The east
and west fronts of the esntre pavilion are
also counterparts of cach otuer, aud this pa-
vilion will be vecupied by the War Depart-
ment. The eentre is conoccted by two
wings with the vorth and soutl pavilions,
thus, as betore stated, uniting the whole into
ont rand buildisg,

Ihese three pavilions sod their connecting
wings enelose two hollow squares, thereby
giving to each separate buildivg and to every
rootin in cach building ample light and wir.
Into cach of these two inner couris are two
privite cnirnees or earriage-ways, lour in
all, throush the east and west elevations,

The tour figwes are of equal importance
and are appropriately  and  barmoniously
broken up by the pavilions and by preject-
ing I irticoes,

There are four grand entrances by the
vorth, south, east, and west centres of the
pavilions; ul=o, lotir twore, only a little less
wrundd, to the east utid west of the vorth and
south pavilions. Al these, forminz in ull
ciehit entranees, are by wassive fhehts ot
steps through the projecting porticocs or co-

eravel, and other substances which do not
go into the formition of a true aspbult pave-
ment, bave been failures. 1 trust the time is
not far distunt when the streets of New
York and otber lirge cities of our country
will ke paved with the true usphalt, al;]yt
then the citizens will bave the great bene
of their most frequented theroughtares cov-
ered with a smootn and durable pavement,
free from poise ut all times, frem dust in sum-
mer und from mud in winter, J. B.

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LOCAL MATTERS.
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INTERESTING TO THE VOTERS OF RIcnMoxD,
The General Assembly passed an act amend-
ing section 15 of chapter 7 of the Code so as
to read as follows:

“ The Common Council or Board of Trus-
tees of each city and town having more thun
5.000 inhabitants shall appoint for each ward
as many voting-places or precincts as. they
may deem necessary, and shall preseribe and
cause to be published the boundaries of such
voting-places or precinets; and no voter
shall cast his ballot save at the voting-place
of the precinct wherein he lives: Provided,
however, That every person offering to vote
ghall have been a resident of the ward in
which he offers to vote for thirfy days next
preceding any election at which he offers to
vole: Prooided, That when any voter re-
moves from one ward to avother within
thirty days of an election it shall be lawful
for bim to vote in the ward from which
he removed until he has acquired the right
to vote in the ward to which he removes:
Provided, That in case of the lawful change
or relirrangement of wards it shall be the
duty of the registrar of each ward to trans-
fer ut once, aud without application, every
voter to the ward in which be is placed or
thrown by such change or rcdirrangement of
wards, and thencelorth such voter shall
votz in the ward inte which he is so placed
or thrown without baving resided Lherein
for thirty days.”

THIRD DAY.
Morning Session.

After some routine business it was an-
nounced that Dr. Thomas wa3s still too un-
well to attend the meeting, and the pros
gramme was 0 far changed as to omit his
address .and have the subject assigmed bim
opeuned for general discussion by Rey. J. T,
Kincannon, of Bristol.

THE STUDY OF THE BIBLE THE PRACTICAL NEED
OF OUR PEOPLE

was announced a3 the question before the
Convention, and Mr, Kincannon opened the
discussion in an earnest and every way ad-
mirable address,

He said that the Sunday school is the great
Bible school, and the need of Bible-study is
the great foundation-stone of our work, He
emphasized the importance of fthe study of
the Scriptures, and insisted that many people
keep the Bible in their houses very much ss
the superstitious haog up horse-shoes to
keep the witches out. The great need is to
study a8 well a3 keep in the house the pre-
cious Bible.

We mizht as well discuss the value of the
sun in the physical world as the absolute ne-
c2:#ity of the Bible in the spiritual world.
He showed the absolute need of Bible-study
by such considerations as these:

Man is blind (in ahsolute darkness), and
needs the Bible to enlighten blm,

He is dvaf, and tbe Dible is the great ear-
trumpet. 1t is needed as the guide of youtb,
the sustsiver of the strong, and the stay and
support of old age,

Ministers often tske for granted that the
people know more tbun they really do,and
Bible-study is nceded to give us more intel-
lizent bearers. And, on theother hand, the
preachers are frequently not as well posted
in the Secriptures us they ought to be, and
the prople necd to study the Word of God in
order that they may beuable to protect them-
selves from the errors of the pulpit,

He zave some very amusing examples of
misinterpretations of Scripture by ministers,
and closed with an earnest und very effvetive
appeal for the promotion of the study of
God's Word.

Rev, T. 8. Dunaway protested agamst a
mere meehanied] reading of the Word of
©iod, and insisted thut we should discourage
the routine-reading of Lthe Scriptures,

Lord, one faith, and one baptism ”; and if it
was then a duty to teach the whole Bible it
surely is no Iess eo now that others bave de-
parted (a8 we hold) from * the ‘old pDatbs.”
The value of this denominational triining is
ot coufinédeéerthe cbildren, but is needed
for adults as well. The young converls need
to be indoctrinated, and ali need to be taughbt
and coofirmed in the whole truto of God’s
Word those things in wbich we agree with
otbers, and those points on which we differ
with tbem as well, These points were ably
and clearly set forth in an admirably-written
paper. .

Rev. L. B, Lake opened the geperal discus-
sion by remarking that if & denomination
had any rigbt to exist at all it bad the right,
and was imperatively called on, to dissemi-
nate ity peculiar views. Accession of num.
bers to the churches is very importaot, and
the great object should first be to lead the
children to Jesus. But next in importance
to this is the training of tbese young con-
verts, the teaching them tbe whole truth,
and the bringing of them to be intelligent,
aclive church-members,

He spoke of the power of Sunday schools
in raising up new churches, and gave the
following statistics of the Baptist Sunday
schools in the United States : Schaols, 9.233;
teachers, 80,495 ; scholars, 636,152 = mukiog
our Baptist Sunday-school army pumber
716,647,

He spoke of the economy of the Sunday
school as a denominatioual asgevcey. But
denominational power implics an increase
of life as well as of members, Indeed, the
speaker regarded this last point us of more
importance Lthan the first, and proceeded Lo
ghow the value of the Sunday scheol in pro-
moting this, The rouzh stone from the
grunite bed must be dressed and polished,

Aand then placed in the beautiful buildiog ;

and so tbe youag convert mu-t be polished
for the temple of the Lord.

It seemed to the speaker that the tndepen-
dent churacter of the Buptist churehes espe-
cially demands thbe training of its members
in the “unity of the faith.”

He belicyed in doctrinal preaching, and
doetrinal teacbing also.

He repudiated the idea thatio order to
preach true doctrine one must attack others,
He would preach the truth as Baptists bold
it without attacking anv one else. e would
ulways do It courteou:ly and Kiodly, but he
would do it fully and fearlessly. Aud he
would earry the same principle into the Sun-
day school.

Mr. Lak> mude an earnest and very forei-
ble address,

Aller singing by the Pice-Street scliool
the discussivn was re-umed by Rev, A. C,
Barron, who spoke of the popular ides that
these doctrines are dry and uninteresting,
and insisted that by a skillul use of the lic-
ures of the Scriptures they may be wade both
interesting and profizabie.

He gave some strikivg illustrations of his
position, and earvestly enforced if,

After anotber song by the I'ine-Slreet
school, Rev, R, Jones said that the peculiar
views of Baptists are either in the Bible, or
they are not, It they are not, they should
be avandoned ; bul it they are, they should
by all means be taugbt: and I Baptists
do not teach thein, others certainly will not.

1le would preoccupy Lbe minds of chil-
dren with the truth as a means of keeping
oul error.

Rev, C. 0. Ryland warmly recommended
the* Doctrival Cateehism,”” by Rev, De.J.
I’. Bosce.

Rev. Dr, Waylind made some very keen
thru=ts at the men who is so *broad ™ that
he does not believe anything., He believed
in & man who has conviclions, When he
went to the ehureh of another denomination
he waunted Lo bear their views, and when,
they come to our churciies they must expect
1o hear our views, e read an extract from
w published letter of an ex-Fedexul major,
now a student iu the Southern Baptist Theo-
lu_gic-tl Seminary, to show that men need not
quarrel because they ditfer,

The subject was (urther disenssed by
Messrz, Seott, Rev, G, Gray, and Ry, Dr, C.
Mauly (who desired to repudiate the idea that
teaching our peculiar tepets involyes any
quarrelling with others),

Dr. Hucher said that while the great work
is to bring the children to Jesus there is
sometbing beyond, They should be put to
work for Jesus, and these Sunduay school
missionary societics atford the means of di-
recling these etforts of the children, This
idea bus been to some extent understood, but
it needsto be pushed. The children may raise
in the aggregate lurge sums of mowey,
They will give a good deal themselves, and
they are tae best collecting agents to be
found. They can also bave eutertainments
which will attract large erowds, and induce
the people to contribute liberally. Tuey
can ulso lnstruect the people ; und if Lhey do
borraw their speeches it is nolhing urore than
some otbers do,

They may hit at popular errors and vices
which the preacher cunnot properly charae-
terize from the pulpit.

As Lo the organizalion of these societies,
he would have them composed uot ouly of
children, but of the older ouves as well.  The
meetings should be separute from the regh-
lar Sunday-sehool hour. He suggested Sun-
day afternoon in town, and just alter the
Sunday-school bour in the country.
